FRODUCT REPORT 
- TRYLON ABC TOWERS -- 


Higher and higher. Bigger and bigger. The trend'for a number of 
years on the HF and vhf Ham bands has been one of “If it didn’t come 
down last winter, then it wasn’t big enough?!“ The size of arrays, 
especially HF antenna systems has been increasing dramatically, even 
on the local scene. Mind you, we still all drool over those colour 
photograph picture-stories in our favourite magazines about towers 
that reach up into the clouds, and the antennae are stacked up on top 


of that, but for most of us, it is just a dream world, 


Coming back to earth, I decided last spring that I might. just 
rebuild my antenna system(s) at the home QTH. A perusal of magazine 
Literature resulted in my sending off letters to all parts of the king- 
dom, requesting more particulars. My original thinking was for a free- 
standing crark-up, capable of supporting an array of at. least twenty 
square feet. This would be the equivalent of stacked, mono=-band Hy- 
Gain antennae on one structure, Of course, my antennae are all home- 
made and heavy, so a good solid, RELIABLE tower was of the utmost im- 
portance. Informati6n came back from Tristao and Tri-Ex, but at ten 
grand U.S. that was out of my learue, believe it or not. The new Hy- 
gain crank-up chetked in at $4500 Canadian. Back to the drawing board. 


Some literture was received from Trylon Manufacturing in Elmira, 
Ontario regarding their line Of free-standing towers, Further cor- 
respondence with their engineering department resulted in an order for 
two towers, one at seventy-two snd enother at sixty-four feet. 

Iwas very pleased with what T. received, 


. Each tower is shipred on a pallettc weighing in at 850 ponds 


apiece. The towex is designed with « uniform taper, starting at almost 


four feet at the base and tapering to six inches at the top for the 
tallest model. Heights are available from 24 feet to 109 feet and are 
made of. zinc-cogted sieel angle naterial. Cross--bracing is also steel 
angle and is cimpletely bolted. No rivets, Sections are received bolt- 
ed together and are eishu teat ltors,.A bearing plate is supplied for 
the top sectéon. A retator-mountinge plate was ordered to be used in 

the top of the secorcé-lest section. This then allpwed the rotator to 

be mounted eight feet below the tov, and could be removed‘in the fut- 
ure by lifting the mast and clanping it. in a raised position. The stéel 
used is of a very heavy guage, when compared to the Delhi series, 


A number of mounting suggestions are supplied, with the poured 
concrete. method being preferred. Tne recommended size: for ny towers 
was 5x 5x 5 fest (4.6 yards). Tne holes were dug, with considerable 
difficulty experienced tecause’ of a high water table, but perseverance 
paid off. The bases weirs poured in early October and the towers were 
erected in Early November. 4 VERY sturdy gin-pole is required or a 
mobile crane would be nice, if you can swing it. Plus a good ground 
crew, 


On special order, Tylon will hot-dip galvanize your tower, paint 
it in your favourite colours and I found out too late that they also 


have a precision top bearing available for around 926.

Wind loading charts supplied by their engineering people showed 
my towers would hold fifteen squre f@et at 72 feet and eighteen square 
feet at 64 feet. Calculations showed my twenty meter array was 20 Sq. 
and when mounted on the 64 foot tower, the sturdiness became very not- “ 
iceable. With two men at the top and a 120 pound antenna in a slight bre 
breeze, there was hardly any noticeable momement, even when delibar- 
ately shaken, The ratings seem to be conservative. 


Tie ten meter array will be around ten square feet and even 
with vhf and uhf arrays mouhted on top, the fifteen square foot rating 
on the 72 footer will be more than enough. 


The catalogie prices for the two I ordered were 1423 and $1376 
respectively. Plus shipping. This may seem like a high vrice to pay 
for a tower but when considering the reliabilityand quality of the 
product, then it can be a worthwhile investzent. If you are contemp- 
lating huge arravs at a “resvectable® height and like to sléep nights 
when that ole VYorth Wind is ahowlin’, then buy Canadian. These towers 
are designed and built in Canada. 


For the real ambitious, Trylon also has available another line 
known as “All-weld Self-supporting towers“ Heirhts areavailable to 
150 feet and are wind-load rated somewhat higher than the ABC saries, 
Price on 2 90 footer is apcroaching % $5,000 and requires a block of 
concrete 8 x 6 x 8. That would keep the cevent company hapry.
